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AN ACT CONCERNING LICENSURE REQUIREMENTS FOR 
MUNICIPALLY OPERATED PRESCHOOLS. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Assembly convened: 
 

That chapter 368a of the general statutes be amended to require the 1 
Commissioner of Public Health to amend existing regulations 2 
concerning the operation of municipal preschools. Such regulatory 3 
changes shall include: (1) The issuance of a six-month provisional 4 
license; (2) grandfather provisions applicable to head teachers who 5 
have not less than two years prior experience irrespective of licensing 6 
status; and (3) the creation of a state-wide handbook for municipal 7 
preschools that contains all applicable state mandates concerning the 8 
operation of a municipal preschool. 9 

Statement of Purpose:   
To implement regulatory changes concerning the operation of 
municipal preschools.
